Jury convicts man

A jury of eight women and 
four’ men returned a guilty 
verdict at 2 p.m.

Ban some 
gas lights 


Illinois Power Co. is sending 
notices to its customers with 
their bills notifying them that 
gas lights and other gas fixtures 
considered non-essential, which 
were installed after Oct. 15, 
1977, must be turned off or the 
customer will ‘be subject to 
termination of all gas service. 

Some people are misun- 
derstanding the notices, an IP 
spokesman said, commenting 
that the notice is in response to 
an Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission general order which 
pertains only to new in- 
stallations — those put into 
operation or applying for gas 
permits after Oct. 15, 1977. 

The ICC order forbids the new 
use of gas for gas lighting, 


decorative lighting or flares, 
swimming pool heaters, heated 
or cooled air doors, ‘outdoor 
heaters and patio heaters (in 
non-work areas), and direct 
heating of garages at public, 
semi-public and apartment 
parking complexes. 

Although noting that the 
restriction only applies to new 
installations, the pamphlet 
states, ‘‘Let’s conserve energy 
now, so there will be enough for 
the winter months.” 

Letters \explaining the 
restrictions also are being sent 
to all contractors, distributors, 
wholesalers, retailers, ar- 
chitects and consulting 
engineers served by Illinois

William J. Scott has appointed 
Patricia Goldman. of Winnetka 
director of the Crime Victims 
Compensation Division of the 
attorney general’s office. 

Prior to her appointment, she 
was administrative assistant in 
the Criminal Justice Division of 

- the--offiee of the attorney 
general. 

Scott has stressed the im- 
portance of her new duties and 
of the crime victims eom- 
pensation program. 

The Illinois Crime Victims 
Compensation Act authorizes 
cash payments to innocent 
victims of violent. crimes, or 
their dependents, and to per- 
sons, or their dependents, killed 
or injured while helping violent 


crime. victims and law en- 


forcement officials. 

“It often seems that society 
spends more money, time and 
attention on the welfare of the 
criminal rather than on the 
welfare of the vietim,” Scott 
commented. 

He explained that one of Miss

More than 100 businessmen 
attended a seminar for small 
businesses held at the Top of the 
Barrel Restaurant, hosted 
Thursday night by the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
under the direction of Dale 
Arnette, Small Business 
Committee chairman. 

Attorney Leo Konzen was 
moderator and the panel con- 
sisted of William Bright, in- 
dustrial relations manager for 
American Steel Foundries; 
Larry Niepert, industrial 
relations manager, for Granite 
City Steel. 

Larry Calvo, attorney for 
various labor organizations; 
Dr. Donald Coleman, medical 
director of the Veeder Health 
Center at Granite City Steel; C. 
E. Blankenship, director of 
safety training and employee 
benefits for A.O. Smith Corp. 

John Galbreath, a practicing 
chiropractor in Granite City; 
Dr. G. T. Wilkins Jr., a prac- 
ticing Granite City physician 
and president of the Illinois 
State Medical Society; Thomas 
Kiely, owner of the E. J. Miller 
Insurance Agency and a 
specialist in workmen's com- 
pensation insurance. Also, Dr. 
Richard Sutter, owner and 
operator of Sutter Clinic, St.

Some emphasized that they 
would not recommend that any 
of their friends start a business 
in Illinois, due to the cost 
governmental regulation. 

“How to live with it” until 
rules can be made more 
moderate and practical was 
discussed at length 

Answers came from the 
panelists in staccato fashion— 


work with legislators; visit your 
legislators regularly before 
they go into session; show them 
convincingly when’ a law has 
made Illinois non-competitive 
with surrounding _ states; 
convince them that rules must 
be modified because workers 
must» have profitable small 
businessmen to help furnish 
them jobs, 

By far, most workers in 
Illinois are employed by small 
businessmen, rather than what 
is generally regarded as big 
business, it was contended. 

The businessmen agreed to 
stay in closer contact with’ 
their legislators, use a 
businesslike approach to all 
problems, and work together 
for a better business climate in 
the state. 

The same theme was ex- 
pressed by those representing 
organized labor.

Fresh from a governors’ 
meeting with President Jimmy 
Carter on the subject of energy 
conservation, Illinois Governor 
James -R. Thompson said 
‘Thursday he is asking residents 
to reduce voltntarily their use 
of electricity because of the 
nationwide coal strike. 

The strike is now in its 77th 
day. 
After a two-hour meeting with 
Pres. Carter in Washington, 
Gov. Thompson siad he will 
meet with his energy advisers 
to discuss a power cutback. 

He said he urges reduced use 
of outdoor lighting and non- 
essential equipment that uses 
electricity. 

Thompson said Illinois does 
not have a coal shortage at 
present but could face one if 
asked to share its resources 
with such hard-hit states as 
Ohio and Indiana. 

He commented, ‘We're 
relatively well off, but if auto 
plants in Ohio go down, plants in 
Illinois will go down for lack of 
parts,” 

Illinois Power Co, has not 
formally called for voluntary 
reduction in use of electrical 
power but has an on-going 
conservation program. 

‘The utility has brought in 
some coal from Western states 
and has used more oil than it 
normally does, leaving it in 
better condition that many 
utilities in terms of reserve coal

Governor James R.-Thomp- 
son last week announced that 
the state of Illinois was. of- 
ficially designated by the’ U.S. 
Department of Labor as interim 
prime sponsor of the City of 
East St. Louis, trouble-plagued 
$7 million Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA) program. 

Thompson said the un- 
precedented |cancellation of a 
CETA contract .with a local 
government resulted from a 
U.S. Department of Labor 
report last year which revealed 

“willful “and capricious 
violation of the rights of citizens 
served by CETA" by city ad- 
ministrative officials. 

U.S. Secretary of Labor Ray 
Marshall, in’ making the 
designation, said the state 
would take over as a caretaker 
prime sponsor from the federal 
monitors overseeing the 
program since the city's con- 
tract was withdrawn late last 
year 

Marshall sajd Illinois would 
assume ful] operational control 
through Sept. 30, when a per- 
manent prime sponsor will be 
named. 

Gov. Thompson said: 

“The decision to accept this 

‘responsibility is not taken 
lightly. At stake “are the jobs 
and paychecks of hundreds of 
unemployed and disadvantaged 
persons, 

“Even more importantly, we 
have to move quickly to restore 
the public's eroded confidence 
in the equitable administration 
of federally-funded — em- 
ployment and _ training 
programs. ‘ 

“Tam, therefore, assuming 
personal responsibility for this 
program. 

“I can assure East St. Louis 
residents that their CETA 
programs will be administered 
fairly and that all those eligible 
for CETA programs will have 
an equal chance to participate. 

“The state has adequate 
resturces to administer the 
East St. Louis program ef- 
ficiently and fairly, I have 
directed Dr. Bill Murray, 
director of the Governor's 
Office of Manpower and Human 
Development, to make this 
program his first priority. 

“Those persons currently 
being served by CETA 
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programs in East St. Louis will 
not be terminated. 

“Every effort will be made to 
employ those now ad- 
ministering the CETA program 
in our own administration team, 
provided they show demon- 
strated abilities. 

“] further pledge that every 
federal CETA dollar earmarked 
for the residents in East St 
Louis will be spent in East St. 
Louis. 

“To ensure program con- 
tinuity and to encourage citizen 
participation in the transition 
process, I have directed Dr. 
Murray to meet with the mayor 
of East St. Louis and the city’s 
manpower advisory council to 
discuss -ways to minimize any 
possible disruption of present 
and future programs. 

“Although the state did not 
seek this responsibility, we will 
not shirk from CETA’s clear 
mandate to serve those in need 
fairly in accordance with 
regulations. We've been asked 
torun this program. We will run 
it, and run it properly.” 

The Governor's Office of 
Manpower and Human 
Development, Thompson said, 
already acts as a prime sponsor 
for 70 downstate Illinois 
counties not eligible to receive 
CETA grants directly from the 
U.S. Department of Labor 

Thompson said the quality 
and size of his manpower of- 
fice’s staff was largely 
responsible for its selection 
over 19 other CETA prime 
sponsors in the state. 

He said 30 additional persons 
will be hired to administer the 
program in East St. Louis. No 
CETA enrollees will be subject 
to layoff until May 1, when all 
ineligibles are to be terminated 
from the program 

Thompson said his manpower 
staff will review and evaluate 
the qualifications and per- 
formance of all the current East 
St. Louis staff. “All will be 
given the opportunity to apply 
for employment with the 
Governor's Office of Manpower, 
but final selections will be based 
on the best qualifications for the 
job, and not whether they are 
current CETA staff members.” 

‘Thompson said other con- 
ditions of interim prime 
sponsorship included: 

—Development of an annual 
plan for the East St. Louis 
CETA program 

—Evaluation and  recom- 
mendations for membership on 
the city's manpower advisory 
council. 

—Completion of a non- 
financial agreement with the

No major coal problem 
at schools in Madison

“The only building we have 
that uses coal is the junior 
high,” Palcheff said. 

‘e keep the coal bin filled, 
but it is kind of small and we are 
making arrangements to store 
some coal out at the high school 
as a safety measure.” 

A letter was read from State 
Superintendent of Education 
Joseph M. Cronin outlining 
several alternatives school 
districts may use due to the coal 
strike and shortage. 

Among some of the 
suggestions made were using 
churches or civie buildings for 
Space, multiple-shift 
scheduling, space in a neigh- 
boring school district or a four- 
day week with lengthened 
school days. 

The school administrators 
were instructed by the board to 
keep a close watch on the coal 
situation and be prepared with 
alternate steps, if needed, on an 
emergency basis. 

The matter of hiring a school- 
community information 
coordinator was tabled for the 
balance of the year, and a study 
is to be made of the job criteria 

The board at a regular 
meeting on Dec. 15 hired an 
individual for a 10-month period 
at $6,500 with the stipulation 
that the individual meet the 
criteria specified by the com- 
mittee.

Harold B. Steele, president of 
the Illinois Farm Bureau, said 
he expects farmer represen- 
tatives of all 97 county, and 
multi-county Farm Bureaus to 
attend the rally from 12:30 p.m 
to 2:30° p.m. in the Illinois 
National Guard Armory. 

Immediately following the 
Springfield rally, a delegation 
of Farm Bureau leaders will fly 
to Washington, D.C., to meet 
with Illinois members of 
Congress, ‘urging their support 
for the program.

The sanitary district, board 
meanwhile is studying financial 
problems resulting from legal 
entanglements over one of the 
board’s five trustee posts which 
has caused banks to reject a 
$600,000 tax warrant loan to 
provide operating expenses. 

Russell Robinson of Granite 
City, president of the board, 
said in a meeting Friday that it 
may be necessary to lay off 
additional workers. About half 
of the district's working staff 
was laid off two weeks ago. 

The district last week com- 
pleted its move into the new 
district offices at 6200 Forest 
Blvd., Washington Park, 
vacating its former offices in 
the 2800 block of McCasland 
Avenue in East St. Louis.

Consider azaleas, rhododendrons 


By LARRY D. JONES. 

While winter winds howl 
without, a lot of yard and 
garden buffs have spent. a 
considerable amount of time 
curled up in warm corners with 
seed and nursery catalogs. 

Winter is a time for planning 
and, believe it or not, spring is 
waiting in the wings. 

Whether you are a serious 
planner or not, consider 
enhancing your yard with a 
plant that deserves a far more 
prominent place in Illinois 
landscapes than it now has — 
the.azalea or the rhododendron. 

In some parts of the country 
these famous members of the 
heath family set the countryside 
afire in a holocaust of color 
every spring. It’s an un- 
forgettable sight. 

It’s a dazzling display that is 
not restricted to the Jower 
latitudes either, according’ to 
Ray Maleike, Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale plant 
scientist who specializes in 
ornamentals. 

Maleike thinks = many 
homeowners believe that 
mysticism plays an important 
part in growing azaleas and 
rhododendrons, but says it isn’t 
80, 

Many. types and cultivars of 
these plants, especially azaleas, 
are not hardy this far north, but 
there are several that are both 
hardy and relatively trouble- 
free, Maleike says. 

Many area plants survived 
last winter — perhaps the worst 
in a century — and there are 
many varieties that are hardy 
as far north as the southern 

- parts of Minnesota and 
Wisconsin.

Maleike says: the special 
needs of azaleas and 
rhododendrons are fairly easy 
to meet, They require good 
drainage and acid soil 

Drainage is a problem in the 
clay soils of Southern Illinois, 
but a problem 
overcome without a lot of dif- 
ficulty in the case of azaleas and 
rhododendrons. 

When planting sites are 
relatively flat, Maleike 
recommends planting in rajsed 
beds, thus providing good 
lateral drainage. 

Because azaleas and 
rhododendrons have fairly 
shallow root systems, the raised 
beds need to be only six to eight 
inches deep and may be easily 
framed with such materials as 
railroad ties or stones. 

Filling the beds with soil that 
has good drainage properties 
should do the trick, Maleike 
says He recommends 
modifying heavy soil for use in 
raised beds by mixing it with 
about 25 percent peat moss or 
sawdust. 

On the question of soil acidity, 
Maleike says azaleas and 
rhododendrons prefer an acid 
soil with a pH between 4 and 5.5. 
Most of the soil in Southern 
Illinois falls into this range, 
according to Maleike. But yards 
that ised to be farm land may 
have a pH that is considerably 
higher, due to agricultural 
liming practices. 

Maleike says that when soil 
pH is too high, it can be ef- 
fectively lowered by the use of 
sulfur. He recommends against 
the use of aluminum sulfate to 
lower soil: pH. 

Azaleas and rhododéndrons 
can tolerate the open sun, if — 
and Maleike says this is a big 
“if? — they have adequate 
drainage and moisture 
available 

He says planting azaleas and 
rhododendrons in very hot, dry 
areas should be avoided. Sites 
near the south or southwest

places to install these plants, he 
adds. ‘ 

Ideal planting spots have 
high, filtered shade, according 
to Maleike, and are not located 
in windy areas. Azaleas and 
rhododendrons do better when 
they have some protection from 
dessicating winter winds and 
the sun’s hottest rays. 

Mulching is also beneficial 
around azaleas and 
rhododendrons, says Maleike, 
especially around _ plants 
located where it is a little hotter 
and dryer than optimum. A two 
or three-inch layer of sawdust, 
leaf litter, bark chips or wood 
chips helps to conserve soil 
moisture and, keep plant reots 
cool, Maleike points out. 

In addition to providing 
spectacular blooms, 
rhododendrons are among the 
“broad-leaved —_evergreens;”” 
that is, they hold their deep 
green foliage and provide color 
throughout the winter. - 

Azaleas are deciduous, with 
incredibly varied and profuse 
flowering habits. 

Maleike saYs both plants are 
used with excellent results in 
foundation plantings, in borders 
and as either individual 
specimens or in groups. They 
are perfect for naturalized 
wooded areas, and there are 
even dwarf Varieties adapted 
for use in rock gardens and 
other specialty plantings. 

So, give some thought to 
helping azaleas* © and 
rhododendrons take their 
rightful place in the-landscape 
here. There's no mysticism 
involved.

Snow removal 


project ends 

The U.S. Air Force last week 
creturned Army troops and 
equipment used during 
emergency snow removal ef- 
forts in three Northeastern 
areas. 

The clean-up operation, 
named Snow Blow II, required 
1,000 troops and more than four 
million pounds of supplies and 
equipment in the Boston, Mass., 
Hartford, Conn., and 
Providence, R.I., areas. The 
project was carried out by the 
Military Airlift Command, Scott 
Air Force Base. 

It required about 26 C-5 and 51 
C-141 Military Airlift Command 
missions to airlift the troops and 
equipment back to their home 
bases in Texas, Georgia, 
Louisiana, North Carolina, 
Kentucky and Washington, D.C. 

Fewer missions were 
required for the return airlift 
because only the larger C-5 
Galaxys and C-141 Starlifters 
are being utilized. 

The smaller C-130 Hercules 
was used in the original airlift, 
which included 16 C-5, 33 C-141 
and 75 C-130 missions. 

The cargo included scoop 
loaders, graders, wreckers, 
ambulances, trucks, com- 
munication gear, compressors 
and generators 

MAC aircraft from Dover 
AFB, Del., Charleston AFB, 
S$.C., McGuire AFB, N.J., 
Norton ‘AFB, Calif., and Travis 
AFB, Calif., flew the troops and 
equipment back.

Susan Anthony courageous reformer 


To the Editor: 

On Feb. 15 the school children 
of Illinois commemorated the 
birthday of Susan Brownell 
Anthony, who was born in 1820. 
She was reformer and lecturer 
on temperance, slavery and 
women’s rights. 

Miss Anthony was the second 
of eight children born to a 
Quaker family in Adams, Mass. 

Her father believed that all of 
his children should be self- 
supporting. When her father 
lost his business in the Panic of 
1837, Miss Anthony helped 
support her family by teaching 
school. 

At a temperance meeting in 
Albany, N.Y., Miss Anthony 
was denied the right to speak 
because of her sex. She become 
so angry that she formed the 
Woman's New York State 
Temperance Society. 

Not long afterward, she at- 
tended a teachers’ convention 
which the men ran while the 
_women teachers, who were the 
majority, sat in the back of the 
room. 

This 


treatment was 


outrageous to her and she 
suggested to the men, after 
being given permission to 
speak, that their status as 
teachers would improve if they 
did not have to compete with the 
cheap labor of women. 

Men teachers received $30 a 
month while women received 


She soon joined. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton in the women's 
rights movement. 

In 1869, they founded the 
National Women’s Suffrage 
Association. The association 
contended that women as well 
as former slaves were en- 
franchised by the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to 
the Constitution. 

Miss Anthony maintained this 
position before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee in 1872. 
But the committee did not 
agree. 

Neither the Republican nor 
the Democratic parties in the 
1872 election campaign favored 
enfranchising women. 

Miss Anthony decided to test 
the Fourteenth Amendment by 


registering to vote. She read the 
amendment to the-.men in 
charge of registration. 

It stated that: “All persons 
born or naturalized in the 
United States and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof are citizens 
of the United States and of the 
state wherein they reside.” .. . 

She was allowed to register 
and on Nov. 5, 1872, voted along 
with 14 other women. On Nov, 
18, she was arrested for voting: 
Her trial was held the following 
June. 

The judge found her guilty. 
The jury’ was not allowed to 
decide her guilt or innocence. 

She was fined $100, Women 
did not receive the right to vote 
for another 48 years, a hundred 
years after Miss Anthony’s 
birth.
